Servants in Russia Cannot Testify in 


Court Against Their Masters. 


Although serfdom was abolished In 


Russia many years ago by the first 
Nicholas, the conditions of the work- 
ing people there have not greatly Im- 
proved. 
The lot of the domestic ser- 


vant Is especially hard. 
He is hired 


for one year and is told exactly what 
his particular duty Is to be. He then 
sticks to that one duty. 
Aa long aa 


each servant faithfully performs tho 
special duties of his position all 13 
well, but the neglectful butler or cook 
or coachman Is sent by the employer 
with a written note to the police judge, 
who, after carefully Investigating the 
complaints, has a right to order bodily 
punishment or to write a bad mark 
in. the book kept for this purpose. 


In great Russian households often 


from twenty to fifty servants are kept, 
and even the 
middle-class 
families 


have from two to four. 
The pay of 


these soivants varies according to the 
line of work. 
While the "chiefs" In 


the kitchens of wealthy families often 
receive $1,500 a year, a cook in an 
ordinary citizen's employ gets no more 
than ?UO a year, and a maid of all 
work novor gnts more than $25 a year 
At Easter every servant gets a pres- 
ent, gononilly a suit or dross. 


lOvory other Sunday the servants In 


a Russian household are entirely free. 
Their work stops Saturday night after 
supper, when tho servants leave the 
house not to return until the next 
Monday 
morning. 
The 
employers 


never ask where or how the free timo 
is spent. 


Russian servants will pilfer.

Russian ladies leave everything to the 
care of tho servants, the latter do as 
they please.

and giving n quick turn backwaid 
itnd ot tho same time a steady pull. 
This method is favored by tho export- 
ers of dressed fowls. It is claimed by 
tho exporters that tho flesh will 
longer and will not 
bo so dry 
as 


where the birds ore bled. 
1 prefer 


tho latter method. 


After the bird is killed, plucking 


should begin at once. 
Care should bo 


taken to keep the head downward, to 
ullow the blood to collect in tho neck. 
Where tho birds are allowed 
lo be- 


come cool before 
being [ducked it 


is hard to avoid tearing tho skin, 
and tho plunking is more 
tedious.

Many good chickens are spoiled by 


being packed bet ore they aro thor- 
oughly cooled. 
Caro should betaken 


that all the animal liont is out of tho 
body before tho fowls are packed.

The chickens aro packed In boxes. 


The box is lined 
with parchment 


paper, and if tho chickens aro to be 
shipped a long distance each bird ia 
wrapped in paper. 


This prevents tho chickens 
from 


nrnising each other and at tho same 
time, 
to a 
considerable 
extent, 


checks decomposition. 
\)o not 
use 


ordinary wrapping paper as it draws 
dampness and will cause tho chick- 
ens to become dummy, which makes 
them more or loss unsalable. 


There aro several kinds of tioxoa 


used in shipping 
poultry. 
Nearly 


every exporter has his own shape of 
box and his own method of packing. 
For shipping locally wo uso a 
box 


three foot Jong, twelve inches deep. 
Th,e box will hold thirty-six, four and 
ono-half pound chickens. The boxes 
are made strong so 
that we can havo 


the dealer return thorn to bo refilled. 


I Jo not use cedar in the construction 
of tho boxes,as in some cases it taints 
the flesh.
